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R esidents were set to get 

an early Christmas present 
on 2 December with the 
launch of free public WiFi 
in the borough, as part of the 
Council’s Make Hackney Sparkle 
festive programme. 

As the countdown to Christmas 
begins in earnest, residents 
and visitors to the borough 
will be able to shop online, 
check the snow forecast, order 
their turkey and stay in touch 
with friends and family by 
logging on to the WiFi network. 

The service, provided by Virgin 
Media Business in partnership 


with Global Reach, will initially 
be available in the Town Hall 
Square, with further access points 
going live in Hoxton Square and 
Gillett Square later this month. 

Unlike many public WiFi 
networks, the new service will be 
free and unlimited, with people 
able to log on whenever they like 
throughout the day. It is set to 
remain free indefinitely. 

The WiFi will provide a high- 
tech backdrop for the live music, 
Christmas markets and Moshi 
Monsters lights that are set to 
take over the borough during 
December as part of Make 


Hackney Sparkle. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “Make Hackney Sparkle is 
in its second year now, and we 
wanted to make it even bigger 
and better than before. This 
year’s campaign has a strong 
digital element, so free WiFi was 
the perfect present for residents 
and visitors to the area. It will 
allow everyone to get online, 
as well as providing a boost to 
businesses in the WiFi zones.” 

Duncan Higgins, marketing 
director of Virgin Media 
Business, added: “We’re excited 
to be launching free WiFi in one 


of London’s busiest and most 
vibrant areas in time for the 
festive season. Christmas is all 
about bringing people together, 
and this will help residents stay 
connected wherever they are. 
However, this is a lasting gift to 
the borough and the service will 
continue long after the fairy 
lights have come down.”

P ART of the old 
Gibbons Building 
in Amhurst 
Road is set to 
be demolished after 
cracks appeared in the 
foundations. 

Diners and staff noticed 
cracks in the walls of 
Raw Duck restaurant on 
22 November. London 
Fire Brigade reported 
the damage to Council 
officers who inspected 
the building and found 
it was structurally 
unsafe. An independent 
structural engineer has 
since agreed that most of 5 
Amhurst Road needs to be 
demolished. 

Eight residents were 
evacuated from flats 
above the restaurants 
and went to stay with 
friends and family, or were 
accommodated in hotels 
by the Council, while work 


to rescue their possessions 
was carried out. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “This must 
be truly devastating for 
the residents who lived 
in the Gibbons Building 
and people that worked 
there, and our priority is 
retrieving as many of their 
possessions as possible 
while ensuring the safety of 
the public. 

“Officers and contractors 
have been working 
tirelessly over the last 
week to save as much of 
the building as possible 
and although part of 5 
Amhurst Road will have 


to be demolished, we will 
try to save the facade and 
neighbouring properties, if 
possible.” 

Once demolition is 
complete, an inspection 
will be carried out on 3 
Amhurst Road to measure 
the extent of cracks in its 
foundations and walls. 

Council officers are 
working with the owners 
of Cirrik and Raw Duck, 
which were housed in the 
Gibbons Building, to find 
temporary homes for the 
restaurants and protect 
their businesses. 

The Council and building 
owners, GMS Estates Ltd, 


have continued to provide 
support to the eight tenants 
while new housing is 
arranged for them. 

Pedestrian access has 
been reopened on Amhurst 
Road and contractors 
hope to open one lane to 
traffic at the start 
of December. 

Hackney Central 
Overground station has 
remained open, although 
access is through the car 
park. A temporary ramp 
is currently being built to 
allow step free access. 

The Council will conduct 
a full investigation into the 
cause of structural damage.

Police appeal for witnesses 
after park toilets vandalised 



POLICE are appealing for witnesses who may have 
information about vandals who caused £20,000 of 
damage to Haggerston Park toilets.

Derelict building renovated 


NEIGHBOURS have been given a tour of a formerly 
derelict house in Farleigh Road, Stoke Newington, 
renovated by the Council to provide three new homes for 
social renting. 

Work on the property began last November, as part of a 
Council programme to bring empty properties back into 
use, after residents expressed concern at the eyesore. 
The house is the first in the country to achieve an 
energy-saving BREEAM domestic refurbishment rating 
of ‘very good’. Work is being carried out by the Council’s 
contractors Osborne and Randall Simmonds. 

The renovation was co-funded by the Greater London 
Authority and the Council. 



Hackney’s Play Streets scheme for outdoors play set to become permanent 


PLAYING outside is set to 
become easier for children 
in Hackney, as the Council 
confirmed it is to expand 
the Play Streets scheme 
across the borough. 

Following a successful 
one year trial, which saw 
around 2,000 children 
take part in a Play Streets 
session, the scheme will 


be made permanent, with 
plans to help those living 
on estates to join in and 
encourage even more 
neighbours to take part. 

Hackney was the first 
London borough to 
introduce the resident-led 
initiative, which allows 
people to apply to close 
their road to through traffic 


for a few hours every week 
or every month, so that 
children can play together 


near their homes. The 
Council processes the 
applications free of charge 


and provides ‘road closed’ 
signs. Residents steward the 
event themselves. 

As well as encouraging 
young people to keep 
active, those taking part 
have reported an increase 
in community spirit, with 
around 1,800 adults taking 
to the streets to volunteer as 
stewards, or just enjoying a 


chat with their neighbours. 

The Council has also 
confirmed that it will be 
funding Hackney Play 
Association to develop 
a network of ‘play 
champions’ to help children 
play outside.

outdoor space to hold 
pop-up markets, film 
screenings and community 
events. A former briefing 
facility will be redeveloped 
into a 1,000 seat 
auditorium, and the canal 
side part of the site will be 
filled with cafes, shops 
and restaurants. 

iCITY is a joint venture 
between real estate 
investment company 
Delancey and data centre 
operator Infinity SDC. 



BT Sport is already 
broadcasting live from 
the site, and other key 
tenants - including 
Loughborough University, 
Hackney Community 
College and Infinity SDC 
- are expected to relocate 
in 2015. The entire 
iCITY area will be fully 
functional by 2018.

The London Legacy 
Development Corporation

N EW homes, 
new schools, 
new London 
Overground 
stations - Hackney has 
seen them all in recent 
years, quite literally 
realising the visions of 
one of the borough’s key 
creative sectors: architects. 

Clare Devine lives 
off Newington Green, 
and earlier this year 
was appointed director 
of architecture and the 
built environment at the 
Design Council, a national 
charity that works with 
the Government, councils, 
developers, businesses and 
communities to champion 
high quality architecture 
and design. 

An architect of nearly 
30 years’ standing, Clare 
has seen much change in 
the borough since moving 
to London from Scotland 
more than two decades ago. 

She said: “Lots of 
architects moved to both 
the Hackney and Islington 
area at that particular time; 
these diverse and vibrant 
communities were known 
to be interested in design 
and supported young 
architects and designers.” 

Working at the 
Shepheard Epstein Hunter 
architects’ practice near 
King’s Cross, Clare 
became a director in 
1996 and was involved in 
projects including housing 
regeneration, educational 
facilities, and civic buildings 
- helping local communities 
shape the design of their 
homes, neighbourhoods 
and workplaces. 

Clare also established 
the Clerkenwell office 
of Cambridgeshire- 
based practice, Ruddle 
Wilkinson, which has 


demolished and rebuilt by 
partners Hackney Council, 
Berkeley Homes, Genesis 
Housing Association, and 
resident steering group 
the Woodberry Down 
Community Organisation 
(WDCO). 

A review of the estate’s 
20-year programme has 
been conducted over the 
past 1 8 months, and the 
WDCO appointed Clare 
to provide advice during 
the process. 

She said: “It’s one 
of the most interesting 
regeneration projects in 
the UK - and in a fantastic 
setting, beside the reservoirs 
and New River, with major 
transport infrastructure, 
and a very diverse and 
changing population. 

“There’s a fascinating 
history to Woodberry 
Down. The WDCO in 
particular are welcoming 
new residents to participate 
in the regeneration, and 
they have given a lot of time 
and commitment to moving 
it forward.” 

Working with the public 
is of prime importance 
to Clare and was a major 
factor in her joining the 
Design Council, which 
champions good design 
in order to improve 
the quality of people’s 
everyday lives, and bring 
growth to an area through 
investment, which in turn 
brings employment. 

She said. “The built 
environment has a large 
role to play in the quality 
of residents’ lives. Hackney 
has many interesting 
design initiatives and 
projects and is known 
as a borough which 
promotes and supports 
good design. I think it’s a 
fantastic borough.”

All your green 
questions answered 


Q: I noticed this weekend that the lovely wild 
flower meadow in London Fields has gone. 
What happened to it? 


A: Don’t worry: the amazing flowers and their honey scent 
will return next summer. The meadow proved to be very 
popular and provided a rich habitat for butterflies and bees. 
The Council even had a report from a local honey producer 
who said his bees’ production had gone ‘through the roof. 
The meadow was a mix of annual and perennial flowers, and 
although the perennials flower every year, the annuals - like 
poppies - only flower once. The Council cut the grass and 
flowers for the winter as it helps to keep the ground low in 
nutrients. The flowers prefer a low nutrient 
soil as it allows them to compete against 
more vigorously growing grasses. 

Next spring the Council will 
weed the meadow and sow 
more seeds so people 
can enjoy more beautiful 
flowers in the summer.

An average of 4,000 
cyclists per day have 
passed the counter on 
Goldsmiths Row, the first 
of its kind in the UK, since 
it was switched on 
in August.

The special educational 
needs school is being 
constructed on the site of the 
old Cardinal Pole School, in 
Kenworthy Road, E9, with 
an innovative new method, 
which involves using a 
wooden frame of cross 
laminated timber (CLT). 

The new school will 
boast a hydrotherapy pool, 
sensory and therapy rooms, 
a library, drama and music 


spaces, medical facilities, 
and a landscaped garden. 

Project contractors 
McClaren held a topping 
out ceremony on 14 
November, which gave staff; 
Cllr Rita Krishna, Cabinet 
Member for Education and 
Children’s Services; and 
headteacher Shirleyanne

Cllr Krishna said: “This is 
a major milestone in a very 
important project, which is 
making a huge difference 
to young people in 
Hackney. Good quality 
schools help pupils to feel 
inspired and motivated.” 

The project is part of the 
Council’s pledge to rebuild 


or renew every secondary 
and special educational 
needs school in the borough 
as part of its Building 
Schools for the Future 
scheme, now in its final 
phase. Ickburgh is the third 
special educational needs 
school to be rebuilt 
in Hackney. The new 
building is due to open in 
September next year. 

CLT is environmentally 
sustainable and helps 
make the building low 
carbon. It also speeds up the 
build process, ensuring the 
school is delivered on time 
and budget.

EAST London GPs are leading the way in the UK for the 
management of cardiovascular disease and diabetes. 

The Quality and Outcomes Framework report, published 
by the National Institute for Health and Clinical Excellence 
last month, showed that East London GPs are excelling in a 
number of areas. 

City and Hackney GPs were the top performers in London 
for treating atrial fibrillation - a heart condition that causes 
an irregular and often abnormally fast heart rate - with anti- 
coagulants that prevent blood clots. 

City and Hackney GPs were the second best in the capital 
for using retinal screening to reduce the risk of sight loss 
in people with diabetes. They were also in the top five for 
cholesterol and blood pressure control in patients who had 
suffered coronary heart disease, a stroke, or diabetes. 

The report also showed that the East London Clinical 
Commissioning Groups of GPs were out-performing large 
private health companies in these areas.

AS flu season takes hold 
many residents are being 
reminded that they can 
get a free flu vaccination. 

Pregnant women and, 
for the first time, all 
children aged two and 
three can take advantage 
of the free vaccination 
from GPs or pharmacies. 
Children are given a nasal 


spray vaccine. 

Flu spreads very quickly 
and - because it is caused 
by viruses, not bacteria - 
antibiotics do not work. 

A bout of flu can be 
very nasty for anyone. 
However, pregnant 
women, people over 
65, and those with an 
underlying illness - 


particularly chronic 
respiratory or cardiac 
disease - are at increased 
risk of severe illness if 
they catch the flu. Health 
workers and carers can 
also take advantage of the 
free jab. 

Parents with children 
aged two to three who 
haven’t had the vaccination 


yet should contact their GP 
to arrange an appointment. 

Anyone who had the 
seasonal flu vaccine last 
year will need a new 
jab because as the virus 
changes, new vaccines 
are developed to protect 
against the latest strains.

T HE former 
Shoreditch 
Maternity and 
Child Welfare 
Centre is set to celebrate 
its 90th anniversary on 
15 December. 

Its opening demonstrated 
the Metropolitan Borough 
of Shoreditch’s concern for 
the welfare of people that at 
the time were described as 
its ‘humbler residents’. 

It was not the first 
local service to cater for 
mothers and babies. The 
first municipal health 
visitor had been appointed 
in November 1909, in 
accordance with the 1907 
Notification of Births 
Act, which ruled the local 
Medical Officer of Health 
should be informed of a 


birth as soon as possible, 
so he could arrange for a 
trained health visitor to 
liaise with the mother on 
how to care for her child. 

A second visitor was 
appointed in 1912, and 
soon afterwards two 
weighing centres for babies 
were opened, working 
alongside the volunteer- 
run Shoreditch School for 
Mothers Centre. All were 
well attended and quickly 
proved their value in helping 
new mothers - help that was 
desperately needed when the 
number of deaths of infants 
under the age of one was 
496 in a single year; a rate of 
143 per 1,000 births. 

The first Maternity and 
Child Welfare Centre 
opened in 1915 at 152a 
Kingsland Road, working 
with the Women’s League 
of Service to provide 


meals for nursing and 
expectant mothers, and a 
year later a female doctor 
was appointed to hold 
weekly consultations. But 
within two years it 




was clear the 
premises were 
inadequate 
and the 
Council 
began to 
look into 
providing 
more 
suitable 
facilities. 

It was at this point 
that the Carnegie Trust 
stepped in. The Trust had 
been founded in 1913 
by Scottish- American 
philanthropist Andrew 
Carnegie to address the 
changing needs of British 
society. The trust noted 
Shoreditch was the second 
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Opening 


most densely populated 
borough in London, and 
that there was genuine 
enthusiasm in the area for 
maternity care provision. 

In 1919, a grant of 
£25,000 for the 
building and 
equipment 
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was 

accepted 
by the 
Council, 
which 
undertook 
to pay for 
maintenance 
costs once the centre 
was open. 

The Francis Danby Smith 
designed neo-Georgian 
building at 210 Kingsland 
Road is today Grade II 
listed. The building was 
completed in December 
1923, and comprised of 
a ward for six babies, 


two small wards for a 
mother and child, and 
an isolation ward, along 
with consultation rooms 
and a dental clinic. A large 
central hall served as a 
waiting room, dining room 
for nursing and expectant 
mothers, and as a space for 
lectures, classes and other 
events. Outside, above the 
main doorway, there was a 
statue of a nursing mother 
and child, although the 
design had to be altered 
when it was realised the 
mother was not holding her 
baby in the correct way. 

The centre was formally 
opened on 15 December 
1923, by Princess Mary, 
Viscountess Lascelles, 
daughter of George V and 
Queen Mary. The princess 
was greeted by a large 
crowd of residents outside 
the new building, which was 


decked out in flags. 

Today it has been 
converted into residential 
accommodation, but 
buildings at the rear still 
house some NHS services. 
The Carnegie Trust’s 
decision in selecting 
Shoreditch as a recipient of 
its charity has more than 
paid off in the 90 years since 
Princess Mary first declared 
the centre open.

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Mung bean curry 


Serves 4 


Cooking time 

40 mins 


THIS warming recipe for mung bean curry comes from Gujarati Rasoi, located on Broadway 
Market, E8, and at 10c Bradbury Street, N16. 


Ingredients 


1 cup mung beans 
4 tbsp sunflower oil 
1 tsp ginger, finely chopped 
1 tsp green chillies, finely chopped 
1 tbsp dhana jiru (ground coriander seeds & 
ground cumin to a ratio of 2 parts to 1 ) 

Ji tsp salt 

1 tin plum tomatoes, pureed 

14 tsp garam masala 

Handful fresh coriander, roughly chopped 

1 tbsp lemon juice 

2 curry leaves 

1 tbsp jaggery (or sugar) 

1 dried whole chilli 
y 2 tsp mustard seeds, whole 

3 cloves garlic, sliced 
% tsp turmeric 

Cherry tomatoes (optional). 


Method 

• Put 750ml of water into a saucepan and 
on to a hot flame and bring to the boil. 


Gujarati Rasoi is run by mother and son 
Lalita and Urvesh Parvais, who have 
expanded from their market base to open a 
small restaurant on Bradbury Street. 


Reduce flame to medium/low and simmer. 
Check mung beans for stones and rinse twice 
with cold water. Drain, then add the beans 
to the simmering water with a tablespoon of 
sunflower oil 

•Simmer on a medium heat for 20 minutes, 
depending on how much bite you like from 
your beans. Add the garlic, ginger, green chilli, 
dhana jeru, salt, tomatoes, garam masala, 
coriander leaves, lemon juice, curry leaves and 
jaggery and simmer for 5-1 0 minutes 

• Now add the remainder of oil to another pan 
and put it on a medium to high flame: be ready 
with the remaining ingredients measured, as 
the next stage happens very quickly. Add your 
dried chilli and let it brown, but not blacken 

•Add mustard seeds and allow to pop. Add the 
sliced garlic and let it brown, not burn. Add the 
turmeric, just before the garlic has browned 
Add the mung beans, mix in well and simmer 
for 5 minutes more. Taste, add extra salt or 
chilli if required, and then add the whole 
cherry tomatoes. 


In addition to selling tasty thalis and samosa 
chaats, Lalita and Urvesh have gone into 
businesses producing their own sauces and 
chutneys.
